Empire, Ky., Oct. 26.— Robert 
H. Coffey, of Hopkinsville, a 
deputy sheriff of Christian coun- 
ty, was shot and killed early 
this morning near the Empire 
Coal Company's mines at this 
place. The murder was another 



shooting took place. He prob- 
ably overtook it, covered its oc- 
cupants and dismounted, when 
he was shot by someone hidden 
in the woods. There were indi- 
cations that the buggy had stop- 
ped and turned, as if to allow 
someone to alight, near the place 
where the body was found. There 
were also evidences that a man 
had been in the woods. Foot- 
prints were found and at one 
point the man apparently had 
stumbled and fallen as though he 
had been running. Besides the 
tracks of the buggy and horse in 
the road there were also the tracks 
of a mule. The man on foot 
ed to have run by a short 
cut in the road, perhaps to re- 
join the occupants of the buggy. 
The tracks of the buggy were 
followed some distance but the 
vehicle was not overtaken. It 
had traveled toward Nortonville, 
near which place the union camp 
is located. A hat was found not 
far from Coffey's body. 

Searching parties scoured the 
woods and seven persons were 
arrested on suspicion. Charles

on a county road, whom he seem 
to have been pursuing. His bod, 
was found some hours later. 1 
soft-nosed bullet had pierced his 
thigh, tearing out a preat mass 
of bone and flesh, 

A camp of union men, idlers 
and malcontents, is located in 
Hopkins county, a few miles 
from the Empire mines. The 
non-union miners have been so 
often fired at and the property 
of the companies so often at- 
tacked that it has been necessary 
for the operators to employ 
guards to protect lives and prop- 
erty. 

This morning about 0 o'clock 
John Fields, a guard at the Em- 
pire, was making a survey pre- 
paratory to the coming on of the 
day shift. He was fired on from 
the timber on a neighboring hill- 
side. He dropped behind a rail- 
road embankment and returned 
the fire from his Winchester. 
Fifty or sixty shots were directed 
at him, only three striking near 
him, though the range was only 
150 to 200 yards. Hearing the 
shots, Coffey, and other deputies 
and guards about the mining set 
tlement, seized their guns and 
rushed for the Bcene of action. 
Coffey, who was in charge of the 
armed forces, met a horseman, 
Dr. Geo. J. Gooch, who lent him 
his mount, and Coffey made for 
the woods at a gallop, the others 
following and scattering through 
the hills. Some time after Cof- 
fey disappeared five shots were 
heard in the direction he had 
taken but were not immediately 
regarded. 

When the searchers returned 
to [Empire, Coffey was missing. 
Parties were sent out to look for 
him and he was found dead in 
the road. His horse, unharmed, 
was grazing near by with the 
bridle reins thrown off his neck. 
Coffey's rifle and pistol were with 
him and had not been discharged. 

The officer had apparently fol- 
lowed the tracks of a buggy from 
a point uear where the early 



worthy who was armed with a 
big 44-callibre revolver and a 
belt filled with cartridges. Af- 
ter Goldsworthy was disarmed 
he grabbed a pistol from one of 
the arresting party and tried to 
shoot Barnes but someone grab- 
bed his arm in time. Barnes 
leveled his rifle at Goldsworthy 
but a bystander also seized him 
and prevented his shooting. Of 
the men arrested Goldsworthy 
was the only one with arms. The 
other prisoners are Ed Golds- 
worthy, Jim Will Anderson, 

George Phillips, Deckard, 

aud two men whose names 
could not be learned. Those 
named are all union men and 
agitators. All of the prisoners 
were taken to Hopkinsville this 
afternoon. 

After the inquest held by 
Coroner Alleusworth the body of 
the murdered man was taken 
this afternoon to the family home 
in Hopkinsville. The deceased 
leaves a wife and several chil- 
dren. One of his sons is in the 
Philippine army and another, 
Frank Coffey, is telegraph op- 
erator at Madisonville. He was 
about 65 years old.

TROUBLE THERE FOLLOWED 

ESTABLISHMENT OF CAMP 



Hopkinsville, Ky., Oct. 26.— 
The news of the trouble and 
the killing of Coffey has caused 
the wildest excitement in and 
around Empire and throughout 
that section of North Christian. 

It was heard by Hopkinsville 
people with the greatest indigna- 
tion, mingled with deep regret 
over the assassination of the 
brave and popular officer, and 
there is a universal feeling that 
the strong arm of the law should 
be used in the greatest possible 
effort to restore peace and stamp 
out the lawlessness that has re- 
sulted in the foul murder. 

The murdered man was well 
and favorably known throughout 
this region. He was a detective 
of splendid ability, and there was 



no officer more dreaded by the 
criminal classes. 

A Courageous Man. 

He was a man of intrepid conr- 
age. Time and again his bravery 
had been tested under the most 
trying circumstances, and always 
he was cool, alert and absolutely 
fearless. He was devoted to his 
work, which had won him wide- 
spread and well-deserved reputa- 
tion. He was formerly on the 
police force of Hopkinsville, and 
later was special agent for the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company. He served a term as 
mayor of Guthrie, Ky., and later 
operated a detective agency. 

For about eight months he had 
been in the service of the Empire 
Coal and Mining Company as 
chief guard, and had discharged 
the duties of the place with per- 
fect success. 

Nearly a year ago, and again 
last Bpring there was considerable 
disorder about Empire due to 
efforts to organize the mines. 
These attempts failed, for the 
miners have no complaints to 
make against the company, and 
express themselves as pleased at 
all times with their relation to it. 



Everything had worked very 
smoothly till the last week in 
September, following the break- 
ing up of union camps in Hop- 
kins county. On September 80, 
the unarmed Empire men were 
fired on from ambush when they 
were on their way home from 
work. On the followiug night 
the houses of the miners were 
fired into. In the two attacks 
two of the company 's men were 
wounded, but not seriously. 

The grand jury investigated 
the assaults and returned indict- 
ments against Bud and Bert 
Knight, who had been recog- 
nized aoraug the assailants. 
Neither has been captured. 

Lives in Peril. 

From that time till the present 
the miners nnd the guards who 
had been sent to protect the 
company's property have been 
in peril, for shooting from am- 
bush and at all hours of the day 
and night has been kept up. 

On Oct. 10 there was a fight in 
the rain and darkness between 
the guards and unknown men 
and over two hundred shots were 
fired. A day or two later sev- 
eral guards were fired on near 
Mannington. 

It became more quiet during 
the following week and on the 
18th the authorities reduced the 
force of guards, releasing ten 
i. There are now twenty 
men on duty. It is probable 
that the number of guards will 
be immediately increased. 

Aided by Union. 

opkinsville, Ky., Oct. 28.— 
The five strikers were taken this 
ning at 10 o'clock before 
Judge Cansler to have the time 
of their examining trial set. The 
United Mine Workers of Amer- 
the miners' union of which 
they are members, has hurried to 
their assistance. District Presi- 
dent James D. Wood arrived in 
the city this morning on the 6 
o'clock train.

W. Southall A- Son was em- 
ployed to aid in the defense, and 
the services of Judge William H.

County Attorney An- 
derson, for the commonwealth, 
and Hunter Wood & Son, repre- 
senting the mining company, 
stated that they would not be 
ready to enter into the trial for

PRES. METERS KILLED. 

Veteran Colored Miner Loses Life by 
Standing Shot in Monarch Mines. 

'ress Minters. aged about 50 years, 
lirifty and industrious veteran 
colored miner, was killed Friday in 
the Monarch mine bv a fall of coal, 
caused by a faulty shot he had made. 
It was the fatal "standing shot" 
again, as it is known in mining par- 
,nce. In other words, Minters had 
lined his room and fired his shot, 
which looseued the coal, but left it 
standing. Going back to finish, he 
worked underneath the coal, which 
fell and caught hhn. 

Press Minters had been a coal 
mluer in this county for many vears, 
and had accumulated some property. 
He was au 1 ouest, sober man, and 
numbered many friends among both 
white and colored people. Ilia home 
was in Earlington, where he owned 
8everal houses and loto. 

102 Yean Old.

Robbers at Mor janfiekl. 

Evanaville, Ind.,Oct. 28.-Robbera 
secured quite a sum of money from 
a safe in the Illinois Central depot 
at Morganfleld, Ky., last night, aud 
were tracked by bloodhounds to the 
Henderson bridge, where it Is be- 
lieved they escaped into Indiana. 
Local detectives are searching for 
them. 



Frankfort, Ky., Oct.— 29.— 
The judgment of the Hopki 
Circuit Court in the case of the 
Commonwealth against J. B. 
Lindle, Wade Mcintosh and Ed 
Johnson, in which they were con- 
victed of manslaughter and con- 
spiracy in the killing of Henry 
Taylor, a union miner, and sen- 
tenced to confinement for two 
years in the State penitentiary, 
was reversed by the Court of 
Appeals today, and the case 
sent back to the lower court for 
a new trial. The whole court 
considered the case. Judge Bur- 
nam delivered the opinion and 
Judge Guffy dissented. 

The case has been a hard 
fought one and excited much 
feeling in the Western Ken- 
Uyuining section at the time 
of the tnSt ^u^e lower 
Lindle was a depTH^sliPriir "of 
Hopkins county, on duty at one 
of the mines at the time of the 
killing of Taylor, and had sum- 
moned Johnson and Mcintosh as 
members of a posse to go with 
him to Boxtown, where tho 
union miners were assembled, to 
demand that they, in pursuance 
of a proclamation of the sheriff, 
disband. Taylor was at the 
head of the column of miners. 
He drew a pistol from his pocket 
and a number of shots were flred. 
Taylor and auother miner, Bill 
Cook, were killed. 

Appealed Because of Errors. 

On appeal of the case to the 
court here by the defendants, 
r in the admission of evi- 
dence aud the instructions of the 
court were alleged. The court 
says in the opinion of today that, 
the defendants should have been 
granted a continuance under the 



peculiar facts of the case because 
the Commonwealth subpoenaed, 
with a view of introducing, wit- 
nesses whose names were not at 
the foot of tho indictment, and 
that the court erred in not per- 
mitting the defense to prove 
declarations by members of the 
United Mine Workers' Associa- 
tion as to the plans and purposes 
of the organization to close up 
the various mines in Hopkins 
county. The court says that the 
seventh, eighth and ninth in- 
structions of the court were cal- 
culated to divert the minds of 
the jurors from the facts upon 
which the guilt or innocence re- 
ally turned; that the sixth in- 
struction was erroneous and 
prejudicial ; that questions as to 
the relative rights of the United 
Mine Workers to assemble and* - 
march in a peaceable manner, 
and of the right of the operators 
to protect their property from 
violence and invasion, should not 
have been submitted to the jury, 
and that the tenth instruction 
was an entirely erroneous and 
misleading statement of the law. 
In commenting on the tenth in- 
struction Judge Burnam said :

When the case came before the 
court here, on appeal, Attorney 
Qcneral Breckinridge refused, 
after reading the record, to ask 
of the judgment of 
the lower court. The case was 
argued before the court for the 
defendants by Ollie James, of 
Marion, Crittenden county.

He asked 
where his wife was, and was I 
that she had gone to the rear of 
the barn in order to avoid seein; 
the bridal couple depart — that 
she was broken-hearted because 
he (Purcell) had refased to al- 
low Nettie and her husband to 
live with them.

Son's Charges 

On the following day, how 
ever, Jesse Furcell, a fourteen- 
year-old son, made his way to 
Prosecuting Attorney Padgett's 
office, and there related a story 
of what he saw while standi! 
the doorway of a partition wall. 
In his boyish way he said that 
his mother was was sitting 
doorsill crying, and that his 
father approached and beat and 
kicked her. When he had fin- 
ished In- startling story he filed 
an affidavit against liis father 
charging him with wife-murder. 
When placed under arrest that 
night Furcell put his right hand 
to his forehead and exclaimed : 
"Oh, my God." He refused to 
make any statement whatever 
other than a general denial of 
of the accusations of his son 
Jesse. 

Daughter's Testimony. 

At the inquest Mrs. Noah 
Southerland, the sixteen-year-old 
daughter whose marriage prob- 
ably led to her mother's death, 
testified that when she returned 
home from the parsonage, where 
the wedding ceremony was per- 
formed, she found her mother 
lying in bed complaining of pains 
in her stomach and groaning all 
the time. Once her mother faint- 
asked for water, and when she 
ted to get it her father said : 



"No use, Nettie, it is too late 
now." She testified that once 
she saw her father strike her 
mother on the head with such 
force that blood ran from one 
ear. Another time, she said, she 
IftW him place a revolver to Mrs. 
Purcell's head and threaten to 
blow out her brains because she 
had permitted the children to 
attend a dance at a neighbor's 
house. 

Saw Mrs. Purcell Fall. 

Mrs. Sylvester Purcell, sister- 
in-law of the accused man, tes- 
tified that she was one of 
wedding guests, and that she saw 
Mrs. Purcell fall in the doorway. 
She commenced bathing her face 
with water and told Frank Pur- 
cell, now accused of murder, to 
go for a doctor. He replied : "I 
don't think there is any use; 1 
believe she's dead." Mrs. Pur- 
cell kept placing her hands to 
her abdomen and groaned as if 
in terrible pain. 

A post-mortem examination 
was held, and it was found that 
the spleen on the left side was 
ruptured and the abdominal cav- 
ity filled with blood. On her 
back was found a blue mark, and 
a bruise was found on one of her 
arms. Bruises were found on 
the inner right thigh and in the 
right groin. The Coiotwflater

Rumor says that the new coal com- 
pany which has 1 cen busy for weeks 
or months past securing: the mineral 
rights on land at and In the vicinity 
of Roberds, Ky., have closed the deal 
for the coal privileges on 19,000 acres, 
To be at Henderson and see the 
numerous coal cars loaded with the 
dusky diamonds passing north would 
lead one to believe that the agitators 
who were going to stop the Hopkins 
county and other mines have made a 
dismal failure, indeed.

The Manufacturers' Record has 
this to say upon compulsory arbitra- 
tion of labor disputes : The summary 
which has been published in a report 
by the National Industrial commis- 
sion on arbitration in labor disputes 
does not indicate that the report will 
be very strongly in favor of compul- 
sory arbitration. It states that rep- 
resentatives of employers and of 
workingmeu who have testified be- 
fore the commission have almost 
uniformly opposed compulsory arbi- 
tration, that several state boards 
of arbitration have expressed an 
opinion against the system as a gen- 
eral principle, and that one or twe 
such boards have specifically op- 
posed it in any form. Such opinions 
are in agreement witli a sentiment 
which is rapidly growing in favor of 
voluntary arbitration. That system 
is already working satisfactorily in 
more than one trade and industry, 
and is being cherished on practical 
lines by an association national in 
its scope. In the interest of capital 
and labor, it is hoped that it may be 
generally adopted. Compulsory arbi- 
tration can come only through the 
Interference of the state, and such 
interference in existing conditions Is 
too likely to be too much tinged with 
demagogy and self-seeking agitation 
to work any ultimate good for either 
party to a dispute.

No Time Wasted. 
It wan just exactly 7:11 o'clock 
•vhen lM Of-OSScd the threshhold, but 
a minute had elapsed and he had just 
finished the last statement when tho 
ItrKpplBg was completed and the 
guards stepped bsck. Warden Mead 
raised his hand and at 7:12:30 Electri- 
cian Davis turned the switch that 
threw 1.700 volts of electricity into 
I he living body. 

The rush of the current threw the 
body so hard against the straps that 
'hey creaked perceptibly. The hi " 
Minched suddenly and the whole at- 
titude was one oi extreme tenseness. 
For 4.1 seconds the full current, was 
kept on and then slowly the electri- 
cian threw tht- switch back, reducing 
the current volt by volt until it was 
rut off entirely. Then just aa it had 
^ reached that point, he threw the lever 
bock again for two or three seconds. 
The body, .xtn.-h had collapsed as the 
current wm reduced, stiffened up 
again against the straps. 

Jast to Make Sara. 
When it was turned off again, Br. 
MacDonald stepped to the chair nnd 
(iut his hand over the heart. He said 
he felt no pulration, but suggested 
that the current be turned on for :■ 
few seconds again. Once more the 
body became rigid. At 7:15 the cur 
rent was turned off for good. 

From the time Czolgosz had left 
his cell until the full penalty Wat 
paid, less than four minutes had 
elapsed. The physicians present used 
the stethoscope and other tests to de- 
termine if any life remained, and at 
7:17 the warden, raining his hand, on 
nounced: 

"The Frlsoner Is Head." 

"Gentlemen, the prisoner is dead." 

The witnesses tiled from the ehnm 
ber, many of them visibly affected 
and the body wns taken from tht 
chair and laid on the operating ta- 
ble.

Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 29.— Czolgosz 
body was placed in a black HtuineJ 
pine coffin, every ]x>rtion of the 
anatomy being replaced under the 
supervision of Dr. (Jerin and Warden 
Mead. Shortly afterward it was tak- 
en to the prison cemetery and an ex 
traordinary precaution taken to com 
pletely destroy It. A few days ag>. 
under the warden's order, an expert 
meat was made to determine the pow- 
er of quicklime in the destruction of 
flesh and bone, which was not satis- 
factory. Warden Mead conferred with 
some of the physicians present and 
determined, in conjunction with Sup- 
erintendent Collins, that as the pur- 
pose of the law was the destruction 
of the body it wns not necessary to 
use quicklime to that end. According- 
ly a carboy of acid was obtained, an.) 
poured upon the body in the coffin 
ufter it had been lowered into the 
grave. Straw was used in the four 
corners of the grave as the earth wn» 
put in to give rent to such gases u 
might form. It is believed disintegra- 
tion will be complete in 12 hours.

Railroad Commission Must Pint Investigate 
Any i lltgert Violations. 
Frankfort, Ky., Oct, 25.— A de- 
cision of much importance to 
railroad interests in Kentucky 
was rendered at today's session of 
the Court of Appeals. It is that 
a grand jury cannot indict a rail- 
road company for violation of the 
long and short haul clause of the 
constitution and statutes unless 
the State Railroad Commission 
has first investigated the com- 
plaint and refused to grant the 
railroad company the right to so 
charge. 

It was handed down iu the case 
of the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company against the Common- 
wealth, appealed from the Har- 
din County Circuit Court, Chief 
Justice Payntor and Justices 
White and Guffy, three of the 
seven "members of the court, dis- 
sented from the opinion.

To be transported from the strife 
~«f,V>wn to the atmosphere of hilly 
country, with its simple, honest peo- 
ple, pursuing their lives of affection 
and trust, is in Itself a refreshment. 
To hear the singing of birds and 
those other sounds associated with 
the farm, to hear and see all things 
that flood the memory with pleasant 
experiences or excite the imagina- 
tion to a realizing sense of the po- 
etry of common things, is not onlv a 
relief from the cares of the day, but 
a renewal of the better side of our 
nature. In the realistic mclojlraraa, 
"Human Hearts," whose scene Is 
laid chiefly among the hills of Ar- 
kansas, wo find a power and a charm 
that takes us from our proscnt sur- 
roundings Into others that have this 
effect. The details of the drama are 
true to nature and to art. Every- 
thing has its purpose and furthers 
the main intention of an all-absorb- 
ing story of love. hate, injustice and 
retribution. The play engages our 
sympathies for the sufferings visited 
on n family of plain, honest people, 
throutrh the unfortunate marriage of 
a village blacksmith with a New 
York adventuress, who thought to 
reform but failed, the temptations of 
the old life proving to strong for her. 
Not only these two, but all associ- 
ated with them suffer by their mis- 
take. The dark side of this power- 
ful story is well balanced by humor, 
adroitly introduced nnd made a nec- 
essary element of the action. To de- 
tail the plot would rob the reader of 
the pleasure of Its surprises, for like 
"Shore Acres" and "The Old Home- 
stead," "Human Hearts," while on 
a different theme, throbs with inter- 
est true to nature and Is an over- 
welcome visitor to the discriminat- 
ing and thoughtful spectator. That 
its production will be welcomed by 
an overflowing house, is almost 
foregone conclusion.

The campaign In 1880 for the election 
of UnrQeld was the means of bringing 
Mr. Low Into the political limelight as 
the president of the then organized 
Brooklyn Bepubllcan Campaign club. 
The following year he was elected 
mayor of Brooklyn on a platform pledg- 
ing reform In municipal administra- 
tion. In 1883 he was re-elected. 

In 1880 he became president of Co- 
lumbia college, which under Mr. Low 
has tieen tnrneif Into s onfn»r«/ly. It 
has been enriched by moat generous 
gifts, one of these being a library built 
by Mr, Low himself at a cost of fl,- 
000,000 as a memorial to bis father. 

Like Setb Low, Mr. Shepard is a 
wealthy man. Unlike Mr. Low, be 
owes his riches entirely to bis own ex- 
ertions, for he was born with little 
more than his brains and his energy. 
He Is one of New York's most suc- 
cessful lawyers, but is best known

Denver, Col., Oct. 20.— In the 
reorganization of the Denver & 
Rio Grande railroad, dictated by 
George Gould, who recently made 
a tour of the system, J. G. Met- 
calfe, who for two years has been 
general manager, is deposed to 
make room for one of Mr. Gould's 
old employes. He will retire 
November 1 and will be succeed- 
ed by J. M. Herbert, late general 
superintendent of the Southern 
Pacific. 

General Manager J. G. Met- 
calfe came to the Denver & Rio 
Grand from the Louisville & 
Nashville road. He accepted the 
position of general manager of 
the Denver & Rio Grande more 
than two years ago. 

No Fault Found With Metcaife. 

Mr. Metcalfe has acquitted him- 
self with credit in the responsi- 
ble position on the Denver & Rio 
Grande, and no reason is assigned 
for the change other than a de- 
sire of the Gould people to favor 
one of their old employes at this 
time. The news of the retirement 
of Mr. Metcalfe at this time 
created general surprise. 

As Mr. W. S. Martin came to 
the Denver & Rio Grande as the 
special choice of the retiring gen- 
eral manuger, it is accepted as 
highly probable that he will re- 
tire with his chief.

J. B. Llndle; (he deputy sheriff of 
Hopkins county who, with his two 
poasemen, Wade Mclntoth and Ed 
Johnson, was sentenced at a special 
term of court in August to two years 
in the penitentiary, is a free 
after being confined since the May 
term of the Hookine Circuit court. 

Llndle, with the two possemen, 
was convicted of manslaughter on 
the charge of killing Henry Taylor 
and Bill Cook, the leaders of an 
armed body of marching unionists, 
near the Carbondale mines, In Jan- 
uary last, while the little posse was 
trying to carry out the orders of the 
sheriff to prevent intimidation of 
miners. 

Some weeks ago, when the Madi- 
sonville union camp was filled 
several hundred armed men, who 
were daily and nightly shooting into 
miners* houses and the Belnecke 
mine plant, the sheriff concluded 
that these prisoners were not safe in 
the Madisonville Jail, and removed 
them to Hopkinsville. 

Upon receiving news of the reversal 
of the lower court 
Appeals Tuesday, th 
others took steps fo 
the prisoners under bond. The sheriff 
sent to Hopkinsville for them. The 
bond was renewed Tuesday night at 
Madisonville, and an order issued to 
the deputy sheriff in charge of tli 
prisoners setting out this fact an 
instructing him to release them upo 
arrival here.

The armed" camp? of (lie United 
Mine Workers are still flourish- 
ing at Nortonvillc and Madison- 
ville. The Nortonville camp 
seems to lie under direct com- 
mand of W. B. Kissinger an or- 
ganizer who has figured in the 
trouble in Hopkins county to no 
small extent. 

Local members of the organi- 
zation are ordered into the camps 
by threats of cutting oh" tho al- 
lowance of food if they refuse. 
Persuaded or forced into joining 
the union, with promises of lib- 
eral support which is never forth- 
coming; prevented from getting 
work elsewhere by not 'allowing 
members "tranefer cards," these 
I are indeed in distress. With 
winter at hand, poorly clothed as 
well as fed, this organization 
which they have sworn to obey, 
gives them Winchesters, Colt 
and Mauser rifles instead of food 
and clothing, that they may take 
by force of arms the mines of 
Hopkins county, according to 
plans made by leaders who will 
be conveniently absent when 
fighting time comes— as witness 
the attacks on Reinecke mines. 

When the militia left the coun- 
ty these camps were at once re- 
occupied, men and guns spring- 
ing up in a night, and booh not 
less than 500 men, many of them 
from Indiana, and from Hender- 
son, Ohio, Union, Webster, Chris- 
tian and Muhlenburg counties 
confronted the operators and the 
the 2,000 working miners of Hop- 
kins county. 
The presence of these camps of 
rmed men, with the record of 
iolence committed for one year 



past was and is a threat against 
the peace of the county and 
againsr life and property. 

Tho coal operators, against 
whom this armed demonstration 
was directed, had but one thing 
to do- protect themselves. The 
Reinecke, the Monarch and the 
Oak Hill companies wore granted 
a number of county guards, and 
employed many private guards 
beside. On the 26th of October 
the St. Bern&rd Company applied 
for county guards and secured 
twenty men. In addition to these 
men this company placed several 
times this number of its own em- 
ployes on guard. 

At this writing but five of the 

ines in the county are partly 
protected by county guards, 
whilo seven mines aro entirely 
protected by the employes of 
the companies. 

For one year the coal compa- 
nies of this county have spent 
large sums of money in protect- 
ing their property from mobs, 
organized inside and outside the 
union camps, without costing 
the county one cent. As over 
8,000 of the 31,000 people in the 
county are dependent directly 
upon the mines for a living it 
does seem as if the time had 
come when the entire county 
should bear at least a part of the 
burden. 

If the people of the county 
will see to it that the .laws now 
on the statutes books are en- 
forced there will be no need^U!^" 
armed irimrds to protect life and 
property.

KILLING AT MADISONVILLE. 

Ed Laffoon Dies of a Knife Wound In- 
flicted in a Fight. 

WILL HORNBEAM CONFESSES. 



Monday night groans attracted 
passers by at Madisonville and 
upon investigation Ed Laffoon, 
whose parents live near St. 
Charles, was found with an ugly 
knife wound in his body, lying 
on the railroad track near the 
business portion of the city. He 
was taken to Nisbet's livery sta- 
ble where his wounds were 
dressed. A deep knife wound 
was found over tho heart and his 
face was badly bruised. Laffoon 
died from the effects of the 
wouuds early Tuesday morniug. 
Two men were arrested on sus- 
picion. They were B. Long, a 
negro, and a white man named 
Mich Hunt. 

Laffoon was about twenty- 
three years old and of a roving 
disposition. He had frequently 
been in trouble during his short 
career. He was reported, in a 
dispatch from Madisonville, as 
being a union miner, but upon 
inquiring at St. Charles it is 
found that he has never worked 
in the mines there and was not 
known as a miner although he 
was a member of the United 
Mine Workers. 

The two men who wero first 
arrested have been released and 
the man who did the killing is 
now under arrest. He is Will 
Hornbeam, colored, and ho says 
he and Laffoon had a fight over a 
woman. Hornbeam has a knife 
wound over the eye which he 
says was inflicted by Laffoon. 
His story is that both he and 
Laffoon ran after exchanging 
blows with their knives, he going 
for his pistol and Laffoon out of 
the house and away to the place 
where he was afterward found. 



Something has been said since 
Laffoon'l death about his con- 
nection with the Lindle case. A 
search of the court record shows 
that J. B. Lindle on May 3, 1901, 
issued a subpoena for Ed Laffoon 
to testify in behalf of Lindle. 
The officer who hud the paper re- 
turned it with report that Laffoon 
could not be found.

CH RISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 

Topic For Ihe Week Bcslnnlna; Oct. 
87 — Comment by Rev. 9. H. Dorle. 
Tone— Bible reeding. "I will mike It tha rule 
ot my Ule to reed tbe Bible «v<tjt day."— II Tim. 



The Christian Endcnvor i 
has done nothing more worthy of last- 
ing praise than Its work In reference 
to the Bible. It ha3 revolutionized IU- 
blo reading with many who were Curls- 
tious before tbey became Christian En- 
deavorers. It has caused the Bible to 
become most precious to many who 
scarcely ever looked at It before they 
pledged themselves to read It every 
day. This clause of the pledge has re- 
sulted In no end of good, and even aft- 
er 20 years too much emphasis cannot 
be placed upon It. It has resulted In a 
tremendous Impetus being given to 
dally Bible rending, and this was and 
Is much to be desired. 

Tho Importance nnd necessity of daily 
Bible reading should scarcely need to 
be Impressed upon Christian people, 
and yet, sad to say. It does need to be. 
The Bible Is not read dally as it ought 
to be. Dally Bible reading to even 
more neglected than dally prayer. In 
Infancy and childhood we are taught 
to pray unto Ood dally, and that habit 
Is seldom ever given up. even though 
we may wander far away from God. 
But bow few children are taught to 
road the Bible dally! Alas, how few 
Christian parents read the Bible dally 
themselves! Yet what better Inherit- 
ance could we give our children than 
tbe habit of dally communion with God 
through Ills word? Timothy had been 
trained lu the word of God from child- 
hood, and when be became a man be 
continued In the things which ho had 
heard, which made him wise unto sal- 
vation. So should all God's children 
be taught and so should they continue 
when they have come to manhood and 
womanhood. 

Dally Bible reading is commended In 
the Scriptures and tbe blessings of It 
emphasized. In Nam. vl, O-0, the 
people of God are practically enjoined 
to constantly be In touch with His 
word, to tench It diligently, to make it 
the subject of conversation and of 
thought at home and abroad, In lying 
down aud in rising up.

Paul declares 
tbat the Bereans were more noble than 
the Tbessalonlana "In that they receiv- 
ed tbe word with all readiness of mind 
and searched the Scriptures dally 
whether these things were so." 

How can we neglect dally Bible read- 
ing? The Bible Is the Inspired, Infalll- 
| ble word of God. It presents to us 
Jesus Christ, the bread and water of 
our spiritual lives. It is "the sword of 
the Spirit," by which alone we enn 
overcome tbe temptations that dally 
and hourly come to us. We need It ev- 
ery day. It wlll help us every (Say. It 
mokes us "wise unto solvation through 
faith, which Is In Christ Jesus." It "Is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for lnstructldi lu righteous- 
ness, that the man of God may be per- 
fect, thoroughly furnished unto all 
good works."
